Тив apparent supineness of the Government іп rela-

Tho recent refusal of 146 Govern- 
ment to legislate for the purpose of protecting the 
public from the further filching” of Epping Forest is 
a strong illustration of the way in which the Minis- 
terial side of the House of Commons has drifted into 
absurdity ; for the Government refused to interfere, 
after the House, by а distinct and decided majority, 
had declared that the thing should be done; so that 
we have the spectacle of a Ministry in opposition to 
its supporters as well as tothe other side of the House, 
and of a Minister successfully opposed to his own Go- 
vernmentand to its supporters and tothe majority out 
of doors. Under thesecircumstances, who was to come 
forward to forbid lords of the manor, or friends.of 
those lords who had tacit permission to do as they 
pleased, to complete the seizure of the forest land 
‚ about Epping, and Waltham, and Wanstead, 
thousands of acres of which had already, against law 
and without any effectual remonstrance, been con- 
verted into private estates by the simple process of 
inclosing it—in other words, stealing it—by means of 
an expanding fence? It is well known that hand- 
some estates have been quietly taken out of the com- 
mon land in this way; estates on which houses have 
been built worth large rentals, and enriching the 
successors of the thieves “ for ever," as the heirs of 
lands for possession of which no title deeds can be 
shown that could properly stand in any court of law ; 
and yet nobody has interfered because the Crown had 
long ceased to exercise its old feudal huntipg rights, 
and the rights of the commonalty were not so strictly 
defined as to make any Minister desirous of forcing 
them before the country. That these rights were 
more than sufficient to prevent the inclosure of land 
is quite certain, however; and that they have been 
asserted by the gatherings that took place 
each summer in what was left of ‘Epping 
Forest" are matters certain enough even for the 
law to have taken cognisance. Unhappily, the lords 
of the manor and their “100 partial friends’’ have 
had it all their own way there. The opportunity for 
taking a handsome provision for one's grandchildren 
by the simple process of erecting a fence on which no 
protest would be nailed by accommodating copy- 
holders, who had done the same sort of thing them-

Alderman 
Lawrence, that, if the matter was to be de- 
cided by law, the City would not shrink spending 
thousands, or even tens of thousands, if need 
were, for the protection of the rights of the 
people. "There is something of the good old ring 
in the sound of this, and we may tell the Corpora- 
tion of London that such an attitude will not only 
prove to the world that there are still virtue and effi- 
eacy in the freedom once secured by powerful and 
popular local self- government, but that 16 will ensure 
to the civic body a life which if other ** boards” and 
“ commissions" may threaten they will not be able 
to destroy. The meeting on Wanstead Flats last 
Saturday was а popular protest, the spirit of which 
was stimulated and its hopes revived by the declara- 
tion of the city of London; and though we may 
regret that there should have been any premature 
demonstration in the way of breaking down fences, 
we may regret that such a ready method of protest 
was not made use of years and years ago. Even as 
it is, there is а healthy feeling abroad that somebody 
stronger than lords of the manor will take the 
matter up, and protect the remaining five hundred 
acres, even if the robbers of the rest are not sum- 
moned before the law courts to show title, in order 
to lay claim to protection for themselves,

whose doings now form quite a conspicuous part of 
the daily records of the London season, are, perhaps, 
surprised that their coming amongst us should cause 
во little flutter; that they should be able to comeand 
go in our metropolis with only such recognition as 
may be given by a few score persons in a curious 
crowd who give them a mild but sincere cheer.

stress of a grudging officialism. 

The Emperor and Empress of Brazil are going 
about to see London in a really sensible way. Out 
with the early milkman, they make a tour of some 
section of the metropolis before ordinary Londoners 
think of stirring, and got back to breakfast when we 
are beginning to yawn through our first repugnance 
to turn into the bath.

THE TICHBORNE ROMANCE. 


The first stage in the hearing of the Tichborne case 
has been brought to a close. When the Court re- 
assembled on the 7th inst. the Solicitor-General 
‘applied thatthe sittings might be continued daily 
until the termination of the cause. At the same 
time he strongly protested against the attempt which 
had been made to break through the arrangement to 
adjourn for four months lately come to by both 
Bench and Bar, and added that, if his Lordship 
granted the application, he would not pledge himself 
to continue in the case. Mr. Hawkins followed on 
the same side; while other of the counsel intimated 
that they had entered into engagements elsewhere, 
and must throw up their briefs if the trial were now 
proceeded with. Mr. Serjeant Ballantine pressed 
the Judge to hold to the arrangement already made. 
His Lordship, after some consideration, suggested a 
compromise, but the counsel would not listen to it, 
and the result is that the hearing will not be resumed 
until Nov. 7. The claimant’s re-examination was 
concluded before the Court rose. Іп the course of 
the day his bankruptcy again came before Mr. 
Registrar Hazlitt; but, pending the decision of the 
Court of Common Pleas, proceedings were adjourned 
to Nov. 17. Beginning on May 11, the hearing 
of the case before Chief Justice Bovill has lasted forty 
days, and each juryman received a cheque for 40 gs.

Tur Right Hon. W. E. Forster is considered by good 
judges of Parliamentary life to be the favourite 
colleague of the Premier; and the readiness with 
which the great majority of the Liberal party have 
accepted him as their spokesman on the Ballot ques- 
tion shows how well justified Mr. Gladstone is in 
trusting the right hon. member for Bradford.

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EPPING FOREST IN DANGER. 


Our Artist has on another pago endeavoured by 
means of an imaginative Engraving to bring home to 
the reader the danger in which Epping Forest is 
thought to bey owing to the many inclosures which 
have been made. A meeting to protest against this 
filching of the forest was held, on Wanstead Flats, 
last Saturday. The people v. lords of manors; the 
people v. Chancellors of the Exchequer who: decline 
to protect them: the people's rights against nll-who 
would confiscate them—formed the key-note of overy 
speech. Let it be understood at once that, as far as 
tho proceedings at the meeting proper were соп- 
cerned, there was no violence.

there were several held upon the Flats. 


WANSTEAD FLATS, 

it may be explained, is the title of the portion of 
Epping Forest which is nearest to London, and is but 
а stone's throw from the- Forest-gate station of the 
Eastern Counties Railway, and some quarter of an 
hour's walk from as crowded and busy thoroughfares 
as there are in the metropolis. The meeting of Satur- 
day had been announced beforehand, and the possi- 
bility of Lord Cowley's new fence being removed 
“ by resolution" had béen not obscurely hinted at. 
A review of volunteers had been announced to take 
place on Wanstead Flats at the hour at which the, 
chair was to be taken, so placards were issued that, 
** in consequence of this, Lord Cowley's last inclosure 
would be discussed in a field adjoining West Ham 
Hall, the residence of Mr. Tanner. This was not far 
from the Flats, but it was too far for the meeting. 
An amendment was moved the moment Sir Antonio 
Brady took the chair. Mr. Wingfield Baker, M.P., 
advised and pleaded in vain.

him to make him get down; the rail shook, and in а, 
moment half a dozen hands brought it to the ground. 
A dozen hands laid hold of the next; it gave way; 
n а minute there were fifty persons pulling energeti-

the breaking up of the railings — for they were 
smashed into fragments as they were from the 
posts—sounded like а continuation of the file-firing 
of the volunteers, and hundreds of people rushed up 
from all parts of tho Flats and from the side roads 
and public-houses. In five minutes the fence around 
the inclosure was almost wholly destroyed, 

А solitary constable galloped along the Ilford road 
after the police, and brought back at full speed 
fifteen or twenty mounted men, who rode on to the 
Flats. As no one was to be seen engaged in any 
overt act they could do nothing. In а few minutes 
the foot-police rushed back at the double, and were 
unmorcifally *chaffed" by the crowd, who recom- 
mended them to take care of the fragments of the 
railings. In а moment a small body of working men, 
ata remote part of the tnelosure, essayed to destroy 
а few rails still standing. The mounted officers 
leaped their horses over the remains of the fence and 
rods straight at the destroyers, who fled precipi- 


tately. One you»g man was apparently ridden 


down by añ inspector, and while on the ground a 
body of the foot police laid hold of him. The crowd 
turned back, and, saying “Тһеу mustn't have 
him!” attempted to rescue him. This movement 
was кооп put a stop to by the very energetic efforts 
of the small body of horsemen, who charged about 
on all sides. Тһе prisoner was handcuffed and 
marched off, the crowd following him with the in- 
tention of rescuing him in. this narrow road; the 
police frustrated this by suddenly drawing a line 
across the road and charging the mob coming along. 
In the mélée that ensued some minutes were occu- 
pied, which gave time 10 а party of police to hurry 
the prisoner along the Ilford road and effectually 
secure him. Іп addition to the шап then made

Mr. Preston, it was 
thought, from the state of the body, had been at 
least a week dead. The children, who seem unable 


‚ to give any information in the matter, have been re- 


moved to the workhouse. On Monday the police 
were engaged in investigating the circumstances of 
the case. ‘The room іп which Мг, Preston was found 
was covered ‘with blood. The bed and pillows were 
saturated with blood, and there were splashes on the 
wall, as well as pools on the floor. The body of the 
deceasel was found lying on tke bed in а natural 
position. No weapon has been as yet discovered with 
which the fatal injury on his forehead had been in- 
flicted. The cottage is composed of six rooms, and 
is very well furnished. It is difficult to say whether 
the disorder that prevails is due to any struggle or 
not. The family was regarded by the neighbours 
as somewhat eccentric Mr. Preston was forty-six 
years old, and Mrs. Preston was about six years 
younger. Lately they appeared to have come 
into possession of some little money. During 
the week that Mr. Preston was missing, the two 
children, the eldest of whom is a girl, were in the 
habit of going to the public-houses of the neigh- 
bourhood to get drink —it is supposed for Mrs.

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WIMBLEDON CAMP. 


THE meeting of the National Rifle Association for 
1871 opened most propitiously on Monday. А day 
or two of real summer weather had attracted the 
usual assemblage of crack shots from all parts of the 
kingdom, and even from Canada, by Sunday; and 
all went merry as а marriage-bell until the evening 
and night of Monday, when Wimbledon Camp was 
visited by a perfect deluge of rain. Not todamp the 
ardour of the reader, however, by dwelling on 
camp-beds floating and the soaking of canvas, a few 
words may be devoted to the 


ASPECT OF THE CAMP. 


Railing it down to Putney from Waterloo station, 
we are taken on to Canvas Town, as usual, by ’bus 
or drag, cab or carriage. On the parade and opposite 
the entrance to the camp are the tents of the exe- 
cutive, with the refreshment pavilion on the left, and 
beyond, the exhibition tent, the umbrella tent, and 
the “сщЬ” tents. In a line with the entrance 
wickets are the post office, the telegraph office, the 
cashier's and accountant’s offices, and, it may be 
noted, a post-office savings bank, intended, no doubt, 
to encourage provident habits among the volunteers 
fortunate enough to win prize-money. То the north 
of the refreshment pavilion (this year under the 
management of the National Rifle Association) is 
the encampment of the police force, mustering 3 
inspectors, 22 sergeants, and 277 constables; and the 
camps of the Shoe- Black Brigade, and another equally 
useful corps, called the “ Union Jack Brigade.” This 
corps consists of a number of lads, smartly dressed 
like sailors, who addict themselves to the profession 
of rag picking, and whose services in camp in clean- 
ing an gathering up scraps and refuse is of no small 
value. Оп the Wimbledon side of Glenalbyn are 
the Associated Camp, in which are located the Wim- 
bledon competitors of volunteer regiments from all 
parts of the kingdom, the camp of the Victorias, 
indicated by the big flag bearing the death’s head 
and cross-bones, and giving accommodation to the 
camping volunteers of the Universities of Oxford 
and Cambridge, and the camp of the Hon. Artillery 
Company. At the further side of the depression, in 
the front rank, reckoning from the front of Strath- 
nairn-road, stand in order the camps of the Queen’s 
(Westminster), the 186 Surrey, the London Scottish, 
and the London Rifle Brigade. On the flank, and 
echeloned slightly back, is the pretty camp of the 
Civil Service; in its rear the bit of rough scrub 
allocated tothe Belgians ; and then in succession, as 
one walks back towards Strathnairn-road apain, the 
camps of the South Middlesex, the 37th (Blooms- 
bury), the 19th Middlesex, and the St. George's. 
The 37th Middlesex have introduced a novelty into 
their camp arrangements in the shape of а pretty 
bijou theatre, occupying а moiety of their spacious 
mess tent. The stage, side wings, flies, &c., which 
are complete in a liliputian fashion, have been 
constructed entirely by those members of the regi- 
ment who happened to be skilled handicraftsmen in 
wood, and another member has painted the very 
кит drop scene representing the Bay of Naples.

Of course the grand object of emu- 
lation will be the “ English Civic Prize," the work 
of Messrs. Howell and James, who have also manu- 
factured a rifle badge, worn by the council of the 
prize fund, designed = Mr. Furness, and very ele- 
gantly turned forth. No English competitor will be 
allowed to take more than a single prize. "We may 
add that the chairman of the prize-fund council is 
this year again Colonel Gourley, M.P., and the hon. 
secretary Captain Charles Mercier.

With respect to the ingredients, our contemporary 
first says “ Lettuces are undoubtedly of the greatest 
importance, and then follow endive, chicory, small 
salading, dandelion, and, for those who like them, 
onions. To secure a plentiful supply of lettuce 
throughout the winter, three sowings must be made, 
one in the second or third week of July, the second 
about the middle of August, and the third in the 
second week of September. Make the first sowing 
where the plants are to remain, and thin the 

ound plants out to the requisite distance apart, 
E they will rot only be less likely to run to 
seed, but they will make more rapid progress and 
attain a much larger size, These will, under ordinary 
circumstances, be fit for use from October until 
Christmas; but, as they will be full-grown with solid 
hearts, it will after the middle of October be neces- 
sary to protect them in some way. Those intended 
for use during the six weeks immediately preceding 
Christmas should be lifted with as much soil as pos- 
sible about the roots, and carefully planted in 8 cold 
frame. А judicious selection of sorts of lettuce is a 
most important matter, and the following can be 
highly recommended :— For the first sowing, Walker's 
Covent-garden sugar-loaf cos and Berlin white 
summer cabbage; for the second sowing, Moor Park 
cos and Victoria cabbage; and for the last sowing, 
black-seeded brown bath cos and Hammersmith or 
Stanstead Park cabbage. 

“The cultural requirements of endive do not mate- 
rially differ from those advised for the lettuce, and 
all that needs to be said respecting them is to give a 
list of the most suitable kinds and to direct atten- 
tion to one or two points in which the details differ. 
For the first and second sowing the broad-leaved 
Batavian and the green curled are the two most 
desirable, and for the last sowing the latter will be 
quite sufficient. The moss curlgtis very elegant in 
a nee and most delicate in flavour. The broad- 
leaved Batavian is not appreciated so much as it 
should be; for, by ordinary good management, large 
solid hearts, equal in appearance to the finest cos 
lettuce, may be produced at a season when it із 

ractically impossible to have lettuce with solid 
earts. 2 - 

“ Successional sowings of mustard and cress must 
be made according as may be required, and the seed 
should be sowed on a level surface and not covered. 
A cucumber-house or vinery at work is the most suit- 
able place for raising mustard and cress. The best 
kinds are Barr and Sugden’s broad-leaved garden 
cress and Carter’s Chinese mustard.

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THE LAST IRONCLAD AGROUND. 


AN accident, which it was at first feared would in 
material loss have rivalled the foundering of the 
Captain, happened, on July 1, to 
н.м.в. AGINCOURT, 

the armour-plated frigate depicted by our Artist. 
This formidable ironclad, commanded by Captain Н. 
Beaumont, is a screw steam-ship, 6621 tons, with 
engines of 1350-horse power, and carries twenty- 
eight guns, with the flag of Rear-Admiral Wilmot. 
We learn from the letter of an *'Officer" in the 
Times that it was originally intended that the Agin- 
court, with the Channel squadron, should have sailed 
from Gibraltar on June 30; but, in deference to the 
superstitious feelings of the sailors—the Captain 
having left the port on a Friday for the voyage which 
proved fatal to her—the departure was postponed to 
Saturday morning, July 1, and nothing could have 
been more favourable than the state of the weather. 
There was hardly a ripple on the bay, and the gentle, 
gliding movement of the fleet, as it formed two divi- 
sions, was very remarkable, for the extremely sharp 
bows of our ironclads seem to cut the water without 
a splash. Near the south-western point of Gibraltar 
Bay there lies a well-known sunken rock, called 


THE PEARL, 


about one mile from the shore, and, although there is 
a deep channel between it and the Spanish coast, it 
is considered dangerous to take that short cut to or 
from the westward. Indeed, the Peninsular and 
Oriental Mail steam-ships always make a consider- 
able circuit round the Pearl Rock. - 

* Knowing something of this rock (continues the 
‘ Officer’), I was surprised to observe the starboard 
division of the squadron bearing so much to the. 
westward as it did after passing Europa, but respect 
for the sister service led me to subdue my misgivings 
until between eleven and half-past eleven a.m. dense 
columns of smoke arosé from the Agincourt; the 
Warrior, following her in the starboard division, sud- 
denly altered her course towards the port one, and 
the Hercules crossed over from the port division to 
approach the Agincourt. The latter struck her top- 
gallant masts, and the Northumberland turned round 
to return about two miles towards Gibraltar, evidently 
for the purpose of repeating signals, which now came 
in quick succession from both flagships. АП the ships 
lowered boats, and the remarkable stir among her 
consorts soon left no doubt that the Agincourt 
was aground. Тһе tide was at its highest about 
one p.m., and one could only hope that the Hercules 
might exert her giant strength to draw the Agincourt 
from her most perilous position. The hours passed 
by, and two small naval steamers, with private tug- 
steamers, came down the bay, drawing several large 
lighter and cargo-bdats, in answer, no doubt, to the 
signals, which I could not read for lack of a code.” 

AFLOAT AGAIN. 


On receipt of this alarming news orders were issued 
at Portsmouth for the Argus, the Grinder, the 
Anchor, and the Dromedary to be got ready to pro- 
ceed to the assistance of ‘the Agincourt, and for the 
Himalaya to prepare to sail from Devonport with a 
large body of shipwrights, and on receipt of further 
instructions these vessels were to be immediately 
dispatched. 

Happily, their services were not needed. As may 
be seen from the following from Captain Phillimore, 
dated Gibraltar, July 5, the Agincourt is now safe:— 

“The Agincourt was under steam when the acci- 
Gent occurred: she is now at Getares, and returns 
to-day. Then divers will exemine where she was on 
the rock, and report will be made. Yesterday, at 
three p.m., in consequence of an easterly wind after 
strong west breezes, the water rose some inches higher 
than usual on Pearl Rock; and the Agincourt, having 
been lightened of guns, coals, and other stores above 
1000 tons, was towed off by the Hercules.  Chain- 
cables were used. The double bottom is full of water, 
and some water is in the slop-rcom, but whence his 
not been ascertained. The Northumberland, Incon- 
stant, Lee, and Pigeon are at Gibraltar; the rest of 
the ships are at anchor opposite, and will come to 
Gibraltar to-day. I anticipate no difficulty in the 


Agincourt going to Malta." 


A LIGHTHOUSE WANTED. 


Captain J. В. Ward, R.N., asks whether, seeing that 
the notorious Pearl Rock, within a few miles of our 
own Gibraltar, has in times past been fatal to num- 
berless British vessels, including, he thinks, several 
ships of war, it be not deserving of cohsideration 
whether we might not, with advantage to ourselves 
and to all maritime countries, make it a British pos- 
session at once, and erect on it a lighthouse, which, 
by night and by day, might warn vessels of all natious 
of its hidden and treacherous presence,

A GERMAN ENOCH ARDEN. 


A German correspondent of the Pali Mall Gazette 
informs us that a singular difficulty has arisen at 
Wittlage, in Hanover. The heiress to а, considerable 
property had, shortly before the war, married; and her 
husband, at the breaking out of hostilities, had to 
march for Fatherland. After the first battles the 
lady received the official certificate of the death of 
her husband.

ARBITRATION AND INTIMIDATION IN 
THE NORTH. 


The north of England manufacturers in the iron 
trade held a meeting at Newoastle-upon- Tyne, on 
Monday, Mr. D. Dale presiding. 'The views of em- 
ployer and operative representatives were exchanged 
relative to their demand for an inerease of 10 per 
cent in their wages. As no arrangement could be 
como to, it was fully decided to refer the question to 
Mr. Thomas Hughe:, M.P., who will arbitrate next 
month, after he has taken means to obtain from the 
masters a statement of the price at which their 
present contracts for finished iron have been taken. 

On Monday also a youth, named Joseph Ward, 
was charged, before. the Gateshead magistrates, with 
throwing missiles from the Tyne bridge into a boat 
containing two engineers and two river policemen. 
Defendant was shouting, “ Blackleg Communists 17” 
| The charge was laid under the new Act, 34th and 
35th Vict., under the third section, which came into 
operation on Monday last. There was a great dis- 
turbance at the time, caused by the men on strike. 
The Act will not allow of a fine, and Ward was sent 
to prison for fourteen days. This is the first prose- 
cution in the north of England under the new Act.
